USSR Aid 
Sought by 
Czech Trio 


PRAGUE (AP) — Czechoslo­ 
v ak 
Premier 
Oldrich 
Cernik 
flew to Moscow today for new 
negotiations, presumably seek­ 
ing help to offset the economic 
setback resulting from the So­ 
v iet inv asion of his country. 
Cernik was accompanied by 
two economic experts. Deputy 
Premier Frantisek Hamouz and 
Foreign Trade Minister Vaclav 
Vales. Prague Radio said the 
three men went for economic 
talks; 
The Czechoslov aks for some 
tim e hav e sought a big loan 
from the Sov iet Union, and the 
Russians hav e also half prom­ 
ised compensation for all da m ­ 
a ges ca used by the inv asion. 
The Czechoslov ak Communist 
party newspaper Rude Pra v o 
said Monday that the "arriv al 
of foreign troops paralyzed pro­ 
duction in heav y industry.” It 
estim a ted production losses dur 
ing the first week of the occupa 
tion at more than $227 million. 
Rude Prav o complained that 
the Sov iet Union and som e of its 
hard-line a llies did not 
meet 
their obligation to supply cer­ 
tain raw m a terials to Czechoslo 
v akia. 
Meanwhile.

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USSR Aid 
Sought by 
Czech Trio 


PRAGUE (AP) — Czechoslo­ 
vak 
Prem ier 
Oldrich 
Cernik 
flew to Moscow today for new 
negotiations, presumably seek­ 
ing help to offset the economic 
setback resulting from the So­ 
viet invasion of his country. 
Cernik was accompanied by 
two economic experts, Deputy 
Prem ier Frantisek Hamouz and 
Foreign Trade Minister Vaclav 
Vales. Prague Radio said the 
three men went for economic 
talks; 
The Czechoslovaks for some 
time have sought a big loan 
from the Soviet Union, and the 
Russians have also half prom 
ised compensation for all dam ­ 
ages caused by the invasion. 
The Czechoslovak Communist 
party newspaper Rude Pravo 
said Monday that the “ arrival 
of foreign troops paralyzed pro­ 
duction in heavy industry.” It 
estim ated production losses dur­ 
ing the first week of the occupa 
tion at more than $227 million. 
Rude Pravo complained that 
the Soviet Union and some of its 
hardline allies did not meet 
their obligation to supply cer­ 
tain raw m aterials to Czechoslo­ 
vakia. 
Meanwhile,

sov returned to Prague alter a 
visit to Bratislava, the capital of 
Slovakia. A report that his talks 
with Slovak Communist party 
chief Gustav Husak had been 
"cordial” raised the prospect 
that Moscow has bigger things 
in mind for Husak.

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Education in the Sev enties 


President J ohnson bus only fiv e more months in tht 
White House, but he is still concerned with ev ents fsr 
bey ond his term. One of these is education in the sev en­ 
ties, the ex tension of the g reat boost to education of which 
he is *o proud. 
Ev en thoug h he may not be able to do any thing more 
« bout popularizing education, J ohnson will lea v e for his 
successor two studies that lay the g roundwork for federal 
policy in education for the coming decade. The more 
im m edia te one is “ Education in the Sev enties.” 
This study shows som e encourag ing dev elopm ents. 
One is that the increa se in enrollment is v ery likely to 
taper off during th nex t deca de, from the present 57.6 
million students; and lev el at a v ery slig ht g ain; com ­ 
pa ra tiv ely , of 60 5 million, due to the passing of the 
crop of war babies. 
Another is that the battle ag ainst school dropouts Is 
being won, if slowly . Today , 29 per cent of those entering 
the fifth g rade drop out before g raduation. The trend 
indicates that by 1975 this proportion will drop to 22 
per cent, still pretty hig h, but bearable. 
The big question mark is, how much will the nation 
be willing to ex pand the educational sy stem to reach 
the g oal of fewer students per cla ssroom and to offer 
preschooling to children of lower income fa m ilies? The 
answer to those questions will determ ine the number of 
tea chers who will be needed and the cost. 
Here is where the ta x pa y er will probably ex ert his 
influence. For the ex panded education will mean 500,000 
more tea chers and billions of dollars more for education. 
Is it true that preschooling will so prepare poor children 
for elem enta ry school that they will not be dropouts 
la ter? That could be justified on many different g rounds. 
Otherwise, preschooling is an obv ious place to cut costs 
and ta x pa y ers cannot be blamed for wanting to do so.

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Education in the Seventies 


President Johnson has only five more months in the 
White House, but he is still concerned with events far 
beyond his term. One of these is education in the seven­ 
ties. the extension of the great boost to education of which 
he is to proud. 
Even though he may not be able to do anything more 
about popularizing education. Johnson will leave for his 
successor two studies that lay the groundwork for federal 
policy in education for the coming decade. The more 
immediate one is “ Education in the Seventies.” 
This study shows some encouraging developments. 
One is that the increase in enrollment is very likely to 
taper off during th next decade, from the present 57.6 
million students; and level at a very slight gain; com­ 
paratively. of 60.5 million, due to the passing of the 
crop of war babies. 
Another is that the battle against school dropouts is 
being won, if slowly. Today, 29 per cent of those entering 
the fifth grade drop out before graduation. The trend 
indicates that by 1975 this proportion will drop to 22 
per cent, still pretty high, but bearable. 
The big question mark is, how much will the nation 
be willing to expand the educational system to reach 
the goal of fewer students per classroom and to offer 
preschooling to children of lower income families? The 
answer to those questions will determine the number of 
teachers who will be needed and the cost. 
Here is where the taxpayer will probably exert his 
Influence. For the expanded education will mean 500.000 
more teachers and billions of dollars more for education. 
I* it true that preschooling will so prepare poor children 
for elementary school that they will not be dropouts 
later? That could be justified on many different grounds. 
Otherwise, preschooling is an obvious place to cut costs 
and taxpayers cannot be blamed for wanting to do so.

The whole world is con 
fronted with the fact thai. 
notwithstanding 
the 
treaties 
and agreements which ended

Union took over control of 
the countries. It seems to be 
forgotten in Moscow that the 
territory of the Soviet Union 
was attacked by Hitler, and 
that the United States joined 
with other nations in sending 
troops to Centra!

joined Hitler. 
The sacrifices in World War 
ll seem wasted today. The

Did the Soviets in their in 
vasion of Czechoslovakia take

“ anti Vietnam 
War” 
sen­ 
timent in this country that the 
government 
in 
Washington 
was out of step with public 
opinion? 
This 
must 
have 
seemed an opportune moment 
for Communist imperialism to 
assert itself. 
So far as Western Europe 
i s 
concerned. 
there 
is 
uneasiness 
now 
that 
the 
NATO Organization has been 
allowed virtually to crumble. 
President 
De 
Gaulle 
of 
France - who not only pulled 
out of the western defense 
system but asked NATO to 
remove its troops and head* 
q u a r t e r s 
from 
French 
territory — may presently see 
the tragic mistake which he 
has made. There can be little 
comfort for him in the lect 
that the French Communist 
Party has publicly disagreed' 
with the intervention by th* 
Soviet 
Union 
in 
Czechoslo­ 
vakia's internal affairs. The 
challenge today is to free na­ 
tions. 
including 
France, 
to 
join together in a dramatic 
manifestation of support for 
the preservation of the agree 
ments 
which 
ended 
World 
War I! and an adherence to 
the provisions of the U.N. 
charter which have been so 
flagrantly ignored. 
Unless 
th* 
United 
States 


calls a conference of all the 
w e s t e r n 
governments 
in 
Europe, 
as 
well 
as 
other 
governments 
in 
Asia 
and 
Latin America, the inevitable 
result will be further steps of 
usurpation 
by the 
Soviet 
Union. This doesn’t mean that 
nuclear threats have 
to be 
employed or that conventional 
military power has to be used 
to rescue the small countries 
of Europe in whose capitals 
puppet 
governments 
have 
been established by Moscow. 
There 
is 
a 
much 
more 
powerful weapon available — 
an economic boycott by the 
free 
countries and 
direct 
appeals 
by 
radio 
to 
the 
peoples 
of the Soviet Union. 
Evidences 
of 
restlessness 
against c ommunism are noted 
not only inside Russia but in 
the 
countries 
in 
Eastern 
Europe which, 
since World 
War II. have been under the 
yoke of Soviet imperialism. 
The Czechoslovakian crisis 
affords 
the 
moat 
clearcut 
example or armed aggression 
and interference in the inter­ 
nal affairs of a small nation

precisely the same kind of

WASHINGTON — A peeved 
•nd petulant Lyndon Johnson 
brooded at the L B J ranch for 
several 
days 
after

Democratic convention over 
the succession of his second- 
in-command as the new party 
standard bearer. 
It is a painful exercise for 
P r e s i d e n t 
Johnson 
to 
relinquish power, and he was 
filled with misgivings as he 
watched 
it 
slipping 
away 
during 
the 
balloting 
in 
Chicago. Once the nomination 
was secure, the President also 
fancied that Vice President 
H u m p h r e y was already 
treating him as a has-been. 
It 
seemed 
to 
LBJ. 
for 
example, that his 16-year old 
protege. John Criswell, had 
been dropped too abruptly as 
party treasurer. Democratic 
leaders 
grumped 
privately 
over the way Criswell, in the 
P r e s i d e n t ’ s name, had 
directed the convention from 
behind-the scenes. 
L B J 
felt, 
however,

Humphrey had been in too 
great a hurry to get rid of 
Criswell. 
The

also 
m i f f e d over a crack by 
H u m p h r e y ’ s press aide, 
Norman Sherman, in response 
to a question about Johnson.

Despite the recent setbacks 
to peace and his own stif-

President Johnson desperately 
wants to go down in history 
as a peace President. He is 
still determined, therefore, to 
spend his remaining months 
in the White House pressing 
for a Vietnam settlement. 
The Czech invasion forced 
him to cancel a scheduled 
meeting with Soviet Premier 
K o s y g i n , 
and 
disrupted 
backstage 
efforts 
to 
bring 
quiet Soviet pressure to bear 
on North Vietnam. 
Now the President has put 
out cautious feelers about the 
feasibility of rescheduling the 
meeting 
before 
he 
must 
retire. He has received back 
discouraging reports that a 
Johnson-Kosygin m e e t i n g 
would produce a bad reaction 
in Europe, where the Czech 
invasion has left deep anti- 
Russian sentiment. 
Undaunted,

W alter D. Van Riper, Spina’s 
attorney, had ask ed for dismiss­ 
al of three of the four counts 
on the grounds that they are 
“ unnecessary and are duplica­ 
tions of the first count.” 


But Van Riper failed in his 
bid to elim inate a reference to 
Deputy Police Chief John L. 
Redden and his gambling squad 
from the indictment. 
The squad was disbanded by 
Spina six week s after it was 
created last February and its 
dissolution was cited in the in­ 
dictm ent as an example of Spi­ 
na’s failure to prosecute gam ­ 
blers. 
The Indictment was handed 
down by an Essex County grand 
jury empaneled to inv estigate 
Newark city gov ernment. 
Spina has pleaded innocent to 
the charges. The trial is sched­ 
uled to start Sept. 16.

Fourteen men have been or­ 
dered held on charges of m ur­ 
der in an interracial gun battle 
Labor Day during which one 
white man and one Negro were 
killed. 
The defendants, eight whites 
and six Negroes, appeared Mon­ 
day at an examining trial before 
Madison County Judge Robert 
Turley in this small eastern 
Kentucky community. 


Turley ordered the men held 
in Madison County jail and to 
appear Oct. 23 before a county 
grand jury. 
The examining trial, to deter­ 
mine whether there are reason­ 
able grounds to hold persons for 
grand jury action, 
was held 
Monday in two successive ses­ 
sions. The first was for the 
white defendants, the other for 
the Negro men. 
Most of the white men say 
they are members of the N a­ 
tional States’ Rights party, an 
extrem e right-wing group that 


says its goal is a white Christian 
America 
without 
Jews 
or 
Negroes. 
The Negro defendants are res 
idents of Berea, a community 
near Richmond. The shooting 
took place there in a vacant lot.!

Then cam e several years of 
work in defense plants on the 
West Coast. By 1959, she says, 
defense work had petered out 
and she returned to Gadsden.

Last year, the Missile Com­ 
mand Procurem ent and Produc­ 
tion Directorate received a re­ 
quirem ent to award a contract 
to a firm to sew tapes on uni­ 
forms. The contracting officer 
called the Small Business Office 
at the Missile Com mand and 
asked for nam es of small busi­ 
nesses that might be solicited. 
When all the bids were in. the 
Novelty Workshop for the Blind 


submitted the lowest so some­ 
one from the Missile Command 
Small Business Office went to 
Moulton, Ala., where Miss Josie 
was now living, to determine 
whether or not she was qualified 
to fulfill the contract. She was. 
Working in the small front 
room of her three-room ap a rt­ 
ment in an old Moulton resi­ 
dence. Miss Randolph was able 
to turn out 200 labels a d*iy. And 
although

only about 3.000 labels, the Com­ 
m and stresses that Miss Ran­ 
dolph’s production rate was not 
a fault. As she explains it, “ The 
soldiers didn’t turn in the jack 
eta as expected ’. ! . they got 
their wives and sweethearts to 
aew on the labels-for them .”
